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REMARKS 

Restriction and Election Requirements: 

Applicants hereby elect Group II, drawn to polypeptides and further select SEQ ID NOS: 5 and 
7. While the Examiner has indicated that SEQ ID NOS: 5 and 7 are distinct restriction groups, 
Applicants respectfully traverse this requirement because both SEQ ID NOS: 5 and 7, as well as 
the other related sequences SEQ ID NOS: 2-3, are directed to variants (e.g., artificial and 
intronic, splice variant) of the same hIL- IRal native sequence. 

In the event that the Examiner does not agree with Applicants' traversal, the election is 
directed to Group II, and SEQ ID NO:5.
